REMARKS 

In the October 19, 2007 Ex Parte Quayle Action, it is indicated that this 
application is in condition for allowance except for formal matters. 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-40 are previously canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Claims 42 and 43 are amended without the introduction of new matter. 
Claims 41-43 are pending. 

II. Status of the Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5). 
Specifically, the Office Action indicates that the drawings include the references S1109 
and S1206, which are not mentioned in the description. In response, the Specification is 
amended to include descriptions with respect to S 11 09 and S1206. 

Further, the Office Action indicates that the drawings do not include the references 
SWl and SW2, mentioned in the description. In response, FIG. 1 is amended to include 
the reference signs SWl and SW2. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfiiUy submits that the objections are overcome and 
requests the withdrawal of the above objections. 
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III. Status of the Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the informaUties. In response, the 
disclosure is amended to address the informalities relating to element S304 noted in the 
Office Action and further amended to clarify elements S 11 09 and SI 206, as noted above. 
Accordingly, no further objection on that basis is anticipated. 



IV. Objections to the Claims 

Claims 41-43 are indicated as allowable if informalities of claims 42 and 43 are 
corrected. Applicant acknowledges with appreciation the indication of allowable subject 
matter. In response, claims 42 and 43 are amended to address the informalities noted in 
the Office Action. Accordingly, no further objection on that basis is anticipated.
